powder to the drug stere of Mr, J. B, Frees, on
Sixth avenve, The powder was porchased,
brought home, and swallowed by Mr. Spicer. It
had scarcely got down his throat before be com-
plained of 1ts pungent and bitter tpste. [le was
also attacked with vomiting. A Dr. Bartlett,
who bappened to be passing at the moment,
was aesp ed by Mra, Spicer, and ut ounce anme
moped $o ber busband’s slde. Quoickly ms
the summons was made, however, 1t wis almost
00 late for any edectusl remedy to be applied
Dr. Bartlett camo %o the conclusion that strych-
nine must have been s large Ingredient of the
powders taken, and this suspicion was guaran-
teed by an examination of the papers, The
dootor informed the poisonsd man that he had
but s very short time to live, and that sach
arrangements ns he bad to make forthe support
of bis family must be made immediately. The
moribund listened to him with calmness, which
was cither stoicism or Clristisuity, aud replied
that all his worldly affairs were settied, and that
he was quite in readiuess 1o depurt. Even
whilst he was speaking, the death sigodals came
on, and the physician ha not been in the houses
Dalf an hour betorejihe ili-iated man whom he
had been summoned o see, lay before
him a corpse. The clerk, Joseph Simmons, who
gold the powders, was immediately arrested, and
stated that several others, precisely like those
gold to Mr. Spicer's seryant, aud out of the same
box, had been old during the day.

Noue having come Lo
light, however, color seems to be lent to the
conjecture that the unfortunate Mr. Spicer muy
Lave sought a refuge from lile's ills where 80
meny thoutands bave sought it before, and in
oue desperate moment have held to bis lips the
remediless and 1elentless nightsbade whioh cured
and killed at cnce,

Another mystery of a less starlling, ouly
because of & less tragie character, bas ocenrred
in robbery, or defulcation, st the Importers and
Traders' Bank, to the tune of $80,000. As yet
no one appears to koow soythiug about it.
From the Presideut down to the porter, from
the oashier dowu to tue fedgling clerk, all
mwaintain & protound reticence which is snared
in by the police authorilies, Atthe police
headguarters in Mulberry stieet, Superintend-
